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SOIL AND FACTORY PRODUCTS |

The Department of Commerce
gives first place to jron and steel
among the country's éxports for the
current year, with cotton relegated
to third, nnd explosives in gecond
rank. Cotton, long the foremost ar-
ticle‘of oxport, is nearly $300,000,000
tinder steel, and almost $200,000,000
below steel and iron.

But in another ana]ysis, the prod-
uets of agriculture are found easily
enough to sustain their place, despite
the immense development of business
done by the mine, the furnace, and
the factory.

But on the other hand
there are other soil products, such as
lumber, that pight be included in
the list;.

PARTITIONING ROUMANIA |

A peculiar significance will attach
to the report that Germany will in-
sist on the partition of Roumania.
After a fashion, Roumania may be
regarded as the last national sur-
vival of the old Romen empire. “Ro-
mania,” the old form of the name,
carries the suggestion that de-
scent fram early Roman eolonists
that is the pride of the Roumaniahs,
and the tie between them and Italy.
Transylvania was the first region in
this' Balkan area to be settled by the
Romans; whence they spread-ovgr a
territory much wider than the pres-
ent geographic limits of Roumama.
They have indeed been much changed
by mixtire with Slavic and other
neighboring races; but it is doubtful
whether the original stock has been
diluted more than has that of the
Italian peninsula itself, what with
the polyglot immigration that mark-
ed the later generations of the re-
publie, and that in the period of the
empire brought everything from
glayes to savants from every quar-
ter of the known world.

At any rate, the tie of sympathy
between Roma and Raul;unll is
close, Roumania is the half-wdy sta-
tion between Russia and Italy; the
surest guarantee that they will al-
ways be able somehow to reconcile
their differences in the Mediter-
ranean basin. If, then, Germany
shall insist on the distribution of
Roumanian territory and the extine-
tion of its nationality, it will be one
more reason why Italy will insist on
fighting to a military conclusion of
the war, It seems, indeed, strangely
inept statecraft that Germany, at a
time when she is feeling for a sepa-
rate peace with Italy, should aim
such a threat at Roumania,
